Cuban Sugar Quota 


Prospective sugar cane growers 
in the Lake Okeechobee Region 
have kept a close watch on the do- 
ings in Congress for the past 10 
days to see what action that body 
would take.on the Cuban sugar 
quota. The recent action of the 
Congress in giving President Eisen- 
hower the power and authority to 
cut the Cuban quota as he de- 
termines best. for America, has 
again stirred interest here where 
many thousands of acres of cane 
are growing annually. è 

Many farmers; who now grow 
vegetables, have expressed a de- 
sire to grow a certain amount of 
sugar cane if the quota was ar- 
ranged so it would be possible. 
Here is what the sugar bill passed 
jby Congress provides: 

The. President “shall determine 
. .. the quota for Cuba for the 
balance of calendar year 1960 and 
for the three months period.end- 
ing March 31, 1961, in such 
amounts as he shall find . . . to be 
in the national interest.” 

This means power to suspend all 
or part of the still ‘unfilled 1960. 
Cuban quota, 'and to reduce or sus- 

d` piirehases. of Cuban sagat. in 
the first three months of. 1961. - 

Authority td also take from 
Cuba the 165,000 ton extra quota to 
which ‘she would be entitled under 
existing’ law to make up for an- 


tion in Hawaii and Puerto Rico. 
This tonnage’ would be. allocated 
'to the United States producers—if 
they can.produce enough to fill it. 
Any amounts they can’t supply 
could be purchased from other 
countries. 

The rest of the tonnage taken 
from Cuba would, be divided this 
way: E 

To Panama, Costa Rico, Haiti, 
Formosa and The Netherlands, 
enough to raise their 1960 quotas 
to 10,000 tons. (These quotas now 
are, as low as about 3,000 tons). 

To the Philippines, 15 per cent; 
and'the remaining 85 per cent to 
the so called full duty countries 
which already have quotas. 

The 15 per cent and 85 per cent 
quotas would apply during the 
first three months of 1961. 

If these purchases were less than 
the United States needs, the Pres- 
ident would be empowered to buy 
the additional needed amounts 
from any foreign countries. 

On Wednesday of this week Pres- 
ident Eisenhower took advantage of 
the power granted him. by Con- 
gress and slashed the Cuban quota 
on sugar. Reprisals by the Cuban 
government are expected momen- 
tarily.
